ber that when Garrison started ' the

insulted, denounced by other classes, 
goes without saying. 


The celebrated English authoress, 


Harriet Marlincau, visiled Ihis coun- 
try in the height of her fame, and re- 
ceived an ovalion in the principal 
cities, North and South, from the most 
distinguished classes of society. 


In Washington, Philadelphia, New 


York, Boston, .Richmond, Charleston, 
statesmen, divines, social dignitaries of 
every kind, vied with each other in 
lavishing upon her attentions of the 
most flattering description.

To 
illustrate this: an area of land larger 
than the great State ot Pennsylvania is 
given up to the support of a number of 
people not much larger than the pop- 
ulation of//ancsville, or less than 25,- 
ooo, for their exclusive use, barring 


progress across the 
railroads in their 
continent in any direction, obstructing 
civilization in its great march, and 
casuing innumerable vexed questions 
to come up before the courts yearly 
for settlement, 


A Senate committee now proposes to 


open strips of country from easl lo 
west and from north to south across 
the country for railroad purposes, care- 
fully guarding the rights of both the 
Nation and ihe Sioux, The money 
arising from the sale of the land to be 
held in perpetual fund for the use of 
the Indians who, in addition, are to 
receive fanning u'ensils, etc,, to a

The reservations of the United 


States altogether aggregate 135,998,- 
101 acres of land, or 212,497 
miles, an area equal lo the New Eng- 
land Stales, the Middle Stales, Mary- 
land and three-forths ojf Ohio combin- 
ed, The number of Indians to this 
immense area is 265,565, or one In- 
dian, on a average, has nearly a square 
mile of land allotted to Ivm,

The people of Kansas are probably 


unnecessarily alarmed as. to the danger 
to be apprehended from the foot dis- 
pose that has appeared in some local- 
ities in that Slate. 
In the months of 


February and March, 1846, this dis- 
ease—then called the "foot nil"—was 
very prevalent in the northeastern por- 
tion of Ohio, especially in Portage 
county, and created much alarm and 
considerable loss to the dairymen of 
that section ; many losing twenty, and 
even thirty, per cent, of their herds. 
The disease was not thought .to be 
contagious, but attributed to an un- 
usual quantity of ergot in the hay, 
especially in that made from orchard 
grass. This was the generally accept- 
ed theory as to the cause of the dis- 
ease, and it svas confidently predicted 
that it would disappear with the begin- 
ning of the grazing season, as it did. 
Three or four weeks will bring grass in 
Kansas and end the- foot disease.
